BIZARRE MARKETING 

Eyebrows raise after state pays Andrew Zimmern 
$57,500 to hype Minnesota 


O ver the past year, you might 
have seenBizarreFoods host 
and celebrity chef/restau- 
ranteur Andrew Zimmern 
tweet a photo of himself 
doing something fun with the caption 
#OnlyinMN. It turns out, the state paid 
him $57,500 to do it. 

It’s part of a marketing campaign to entice 
tourists to spend their money here, featuring 
succulent restaurant entrees, fishing trips, 
and other Minnesotan pastimes. Think of 
it as the social media equivalent of Shaq’s 
cheerfully bizarre Gold Bond commercials. 

But it does have some folks upset. In a 
Star Tribune interview, Minnesota Rep. 
Steve Drazkowski (R-Mazeppa) char¬ 
acterized the campaign as “using poor 
people’s tax-extracted money to make 
rich people richer.” 

Though, in all fairness, some of the ran¬ 
cor has to do with the fact that Zimmern’s 


personal politics are fairly liberal. Rep. Nick 
Zerwas (R-Elk River) griped about that in 
particular on Twitter. So did the Minnesota 
House Republicans account. 

Maybe $57,500 for some social media 
marketing does seem excessive, but Explore 
Minnesota, the state’s tourism branch, is of 
the opinion that it’s just keeping up with 
the times. 

‘Working with infiuencers is going to 
be a $10 billion industry by2020,” spokes¬ 
person Erica Wacker says. “Those posts 
outperform Explore Minnesota’s posts by 
200 percent.” 

Wacker says Zimmern was selected 
because he’s always been a good hype man 
for his home state. (With the exception, of 
course, of his famously careless comments 
about Midwestern Chinese food last year.) 

And besides, he has over a million Twit¬ 
ter followers from all over the world. They 
have no reason to pay attention to Explore

Minnesota, but the/re totally down to hear 
about juicy porterhouses and baseball games 
from their favorite bug-eating celebrity. 
Explore’s data show his posts earned Min¬ 
nesota tourism billions of impressions. 

“It’s agreat way to tell your story through 
another person’s voice, who may seem 
more authentic,” Wacker says. 

Explore hasn’t just been paying Zim¬ 
mern to tweet. This campaign launched in 
2018 with Facebook Live sessions, Insta- 
gram stories, and public appearances. Its 
main thrust was a recipe contest devised 
with the help of Zimmern. The winner—a 


woman from New Ulm—got to show off 
her sauerkraut and potato dumpling recipe 
with the celebrity chef on The Jason Show. 
(Zimmern didn’t respond to interview 
requests.) 

Wacker says they don’t have any plans 
right now to contract with another big 
name. Instead, they’re reaching out to 
“micro-infiuencers”—bloggers and tweet¬ 
ers with moderate followings, who’d be 
willing to use an #onlyinmn hashtag in 
exchange for anything between a few 
thousand dollars and a free park pass.

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GAY PRIDE IN THE

M etro Transit Police Sgt. Dave 
Hutchinson was driving down 
Lake Street one day when the 
friendly neighborhood addict, 
Crackhead Freddy, flagged him down. 

As Hutchinson tells it, Freddy was agood 
guy with a tragic habit and a tendency to 
wander into traffic. He waved cops in the 
direction of a woman with ablack eye who’d 
just been mugged by a group of young men. 

A Spanish-speaking officer learned the 
woman hailed from Guatemala. She’d been 
waiting for the bus when a man sucker- 
punched her in the face. He and his friends 
made off with her purse and $3,000 cash- 
many months of wages. 

Yet the woman refused to file a report. 
She didn’t want police to show up at her 
house and deport her husband. 

The incidentleft asmolderingimpression 
on Hutchinson. Crimes against immigrants, 
whom criminals considered easy targets, 
made him want to run for sheriff of Hen¬ 
nepin County. 

For years he’d mulled a challenge to the 
cocksure conservative incumbent. Rich 
Stanek—even before Hutchinson came 
out as gay to fellow officers. A campaign 
would expose him. 

Cops tend to lean Republican. Theirs is 
an alpha culture rife with rough talk and 
indelicate feeling. No one suspected him, 
Hutchinson says, because he wasn’t ‘"pretty” 
in the stereotypical sense. Privately, he was 
hyper-aware he was a rarity in policing, 
different in ways others might not tolerate. 

‘T thought, I’m not going to come out 
unless there’s a reason to,” Hutchinson 
says. “But before that, working as a gay 
cop among Type A personalities, it was 
tough. I had to hide.” 

Ultimately, it wasn’t his choice. In 2013, 
Hutchinson wed boyfriend Justin on abeach 
in Key West. He tried to keep the photos 
off Facebook. But a fellow Metro Transit 
officer would eventually dig them up. 

The officer emailed the photos to a few 
old-school cops. The rumor mill churned. 
Word eventually reached Hutchinson’s 
longtime partner, Sidney Jones. 

The two served together on the Northside 
Community Engagement Team, charged 
with improvingrelationships between police 
and public. Jones was older and a devout 
Baptist. Hutchinson assumed the news 
would destroy their friendship. 

Jones approached Hutchinson in a pre¬ 
cinct garage. 

“I looked at him. He was my partner for 
many years. He had my back and I had his,” 
Jones recalls. His advice for Hutchinson: 
“Just be man enough to stand up and be 
the man you are. Don’t worry about noth¬ 
ing else and what nobody else is saying.” 

It was an enlighteningmoment, Hutchin¬ 
son says. Being outed paved his way to run 
for sheriff 
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LGBT voters came out in force to help 
him upset Stanek. Hutchinson’s father, 
Jerry, a retired Burnsville cop, pinned his 
badge. Upcomingbatdes include improving 
the treatment of transgender jail inmates, 
separating federal immigration enforce¬ 
ment from public safety, and lobbying for 
responsible legal marijuana provisions. 

That 39-year-old Hutchinson can achieve 
the higher office necessary to enact reform 
is a testament to the gay cops precedinghim. 

His chief of staff, Rob Allen, a former 
Minneapolis police inspector, is one. He 
came out in the late 1980s, when colleagues 
made a sideshow of raiding bars and bath¬ 
houses, bragging about getting the young 
men they arrested to kill themselves. 

“That’s a pretty gut-wrenching thing to 
hear, and it really made me question if I 
wanted to be a police officer,” Allen recalls. 
“But then again, I’m from Minneapolis, 
I went to Central High, and maybe I felt 
like I could change some stuff eventually.” 

In recent years, two groups have rubbed 
against Gay Pride’s all-are-welcome tradi¬ 
tion: corporations and cops. Some people 
believe corporations have only leapt aboard 
the rainbowbandwagon for marketingoptics 
once it was politically safe to do so. Others 
invoke cops’ long history of bashing gays. 

Now, on the 50th anniversary of the 
Stonewall Riots, the desire to preserve 
the memory of this brutality is more pro¬ 
nounced than ever. 

To the people who occupy the uneasy 
overlap between police and the LGBT 
community, it’s difficult not to take the 
widening dissonance personally. Allen 
confesses to feeling the whole is blamed 
for the acts of a few. 

“I’m not trying to say it’s a few bad apples. 
There are systemic issues in law enforce¬ 
ment that need to be fixed,” he says. “But 
there are an awful lot of police who are 
doing really good things in the community, 
and among those are many of our LGBTQ

brothers and sisters who, at not a small 
amount ofriskto themselves, putthemselves 
out there for their community.” 


II. THE ORIGINAL GAYS 

I n 1969, MartinLuther King Jr. had just 
been assassinated in Memphis. Young 
men were being conscripted to die in 
a war many found ill-justified. The 
American Psychiatric Association listed 
homosexuality as a mental disorder. 

John Moore and Jim Anderson were 
students at the University of Minnesota 
and members of Fight the Repression of 
Erotic Expression, America’s first queer 
campus group. 

As teens they witnessed a gay man’s 
beating in Loring Park. When they went 
for help, the cops said they’d get to it after 
dinner. Neither the Star nor the Tribune, 
separate papers at the time, would cover 
the story. The public viewed gay men as 
child molesters who deserved what they 
got, Moore says. Friends jumped from the 
Washington Avenue Bridge when they 
couldn’t take it any longer. 

One night in New York City, police 
stormed the Stonewall Inn, the outcast 
catchall of Greenwich Village. Witnesses 
say they lined up patrons and looked up 
people’s skirts to determine their sex. As 
some arrestees fought back, a violent mob 
coalesced, hurling bricks and bottles. 

Gays beat on cops, which had never hap¬ 
pened before. For days the streets were 
strewn with flaming trash, wrecked cars, 
and the remains of jukeboxes and ciga¬ 
rette machines. The gay rights movement 
had arrived. 
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Rob Allen, Hennepin Sheriff chief 
of staff, came out to the MPD 
long before gay rights gained 
mainstream acceptance. 


But as LGBT people emerged into the 
mainstream, violent backlash accelerated. 

Moore and Anderson bought the Saloon 
in 1980 from agroup of Jewish families who 
were among the fewbusinesspeople in town 
with no social capital to lose from running 
a gay bar. The previous owners bribed city 
officials to avoid harassment. But to Moore 
and Anderson, the windowless Saloon was 
a sacred space where queer people could 
find work and get advice on navigating the 
world. They would pay no tithes. 

Wells Fargo denied them a checking 
account, calling the business immoral. 
The city held up its license for two years. 
The health department issued fines. The 
fire marshal barged in to count heads. 
Cops would turn on the lights and shut 
off the music, blocking the doors so patrons 
couldn’t escape. 

On New Year’s Eve 1982, bouncers John 
Hanson and Rick Hunter scuffled with pass¬ 
ing drunks who’d called them “queers and 
f—s.” Police arrived, clubbed the gay men 
within an inch of their lives, and arrested 
them for disorderly conduct. 

An upstart young attorney named Jeff 
Anderson—who’d go on to sue hundreds 
of Catholic priests on behalf of child abuse 
victims—defended them pro bono and won. 
The bouncers pursued a highly publicized 
brutality complaint that roped in the mayor 
and embarrassed the chief. 

The case discouraged police from beat¬ 
ing up gay people. But it didn’t touch their 


hearts and minds. 

It was around 
that time that 
Moore met Kevin 
Stoll, an Iowa 
transplant. Stoll 
wanted to be a cop 
in his hometown, 
but the background 
check included a 
polygraph asking 
if he’d ever had 
homosexual rela¬ 
tions. He’d moved 
to Minneapolis to 
follow his child¬ 
hood dream. 

Moore wasn’t 
the least bit dis¬ 
turbed to hear the 
apparent contra¬ 
diction of being a 
gay cop. “I under¬ 
stood, because 
nothing is either 
black or white 
unless you’re a 
fundamentalist. 
This gray area, 
that’s where life 
happens, and Kevin 
was willing to live in that.” 

In the late 1980s, an upswell of gang vio¬ 
lence throttled the Warehouse District at 
Ninth Street and Hennepin Avenue. Moore 
approached the Minneapolis Police Depart¬ 
ment and asked for a couple off-duty officers 
to staff the door. He didn’t realize Stoll’s 
predicament until later. 

“Fuck, what am I going to do?” Moore 
recalls Stoll’s reaction. He and Anderson 
smuggled him in through the back door. 

The following night, Stoll called to say 
he hated his covert entrance. He wanted 
to walk through the front door. So he did. 

Itwas asmallbutseminalmoment “Kevin 
is the reason things have changed in Min¬ 
neapolis,” Moore believes. “The two biggest 
old-boy clubs were obviously the Catholic 
Church and the police department, both 
protecting their own... Kevin broke that 
coming in the front door.” 

It took several more years for LCBT 
officers to come out to the public. 

Hate crimes spiked across the city in 
the summer of 1991. Twenty-one-year-old 
Joel Larson was shot and killed in Loring 
Park. A week later, former State Sen. John 
Chenoweth was slain on abeach in Minne¬ 
apolis. Their murderer was a self-loathing 
gay man, son of the vice president of what 
was then known as Bethel College, which 
hosted a seminary. He told a documentary 
filmmaker he wanted to sow fear into well- 
known cruising spots so that he wouldn’t 
be tempted to go. 

Cay people are more likely to be mur¬ 
dered by other gay people than by straight 
people, says Dallas Drake, founder of the 
Center for Homicide Research in Minne-

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apolis. Especially back then, many were 
shame killings. 

In response, Minneapolis Police Sgt. 
Sharon Lubinski came out in a front-page 
article in the Sunday Star Tribune. She did 
not mince words. ‘Tf I’m going to be a real 
person and if I’m ever going to make real 
change as a cop, I have to do it as a lesbian 
cop,” Lubinski said. “I can no longer justify 
keeping this to myself.” 

Two decades later. President Barack 
Obama nominated her as his U.S. marshal 
in Minnesota—another first. She retired 
after Donald Trump’s election. 

Stoll, who eventually became a lieuten¬ 
ant, followed Lubinski’s lead and came out 
on TV. One of the first women to die in the 
line of duty was Melissa Schmidt, a lesbian 
officer gunned down at Horn Towers in 
south Minneapolis. As more LGBT cops 
came out, they found both hostility and 
support, rising through the ranks under 
broad-minded chiefs. 

Rob Allen recalls that when he took his 
first shot at the sergeant’s exam, locker 
room whispers accused him of being a 
diversity hire. 

‘Teah, they gave him the f— test. That 
one’s a lot easier,” a friend retorted one 
day, showing Allen that, in their own crude 
and irascible way, allies in the department 
would stand up for him. 

‘T definitely think it makes an impact 
when apolice officer comes out,” says Drake. 
“It says even among the hyper-masculine, 
homosexuality is accepted, or tolerated at 
least. And that becomes a very important 
benchmark. No longer can you say every¬ 
body hates gays. Not everybody does.” 

Prior to becoming a criminologist, Drake 
served 20 years in the Burnsville fire ser¬ 
vice. He became Minnesota’s first openly 
gay firefighter when he came out on the 
local news in 1989, in the middle of the 
AIDS epidemic. He’d been a health activist 
then, tr 3 dng to find treatment and sound the 


alarm that AIDS wasn’t just a gay disease. 
He did a lot of interviews, and one day it 
just came out. 

But integration was so subtle that most 
didn’t even notice unless they were looking 
for it, Drake says. Amonghis fellow firefight¬ 
ers were religious conservatives who tried 
to express, in stunted manner, that they 
were wrong to assume homosexual men 
were all predators out to convert the world. 

“Now, on an individual level, each lesbian 
or gay officer can have a profound effect 
every time they meet the community,” says 
Drake. “When they’re on a call, they can 
make the decision whether to be nice to 
someone or not. Give someone a break or 
not. Be compassionate or not. And so the 
LGBT officers step in when other officers 
might step back. But if you’re a criminal who 
just robbed a bank, they’re gonna kick your 
ass the way everybody else does.” 


III. FREE FOR A WEEK 

A rainbow flagflies beneath the stars 
and stripes at the country home of 
Afton city council member Lucia 
Wroblewski. A series of Hillary 
Clinton signs flank the way to the front 
porch, where a bumper sticker on the door 
reads, “Nature is my Church.” 

She graduated from the St. Paul police 
academy in 1989, hopping with enthusiasm 
and sporting a mullet. She stuck out, and 
people talked like they knew what she was 
all about. 

“I’m already pushing against the currents 
of this conservative, male-run organization. 
I’m already a weirdo,” Wroblewski said of 
her first years. “But being gay, I must tell 
you, if you didn’t have a thick skin, you 
were screwed.” 

She ended up serving 28 years as an East 
Side patrol cop, a training officer, and as 
a member of the S.W.A.T. team. In her

seniority, she insisted on having MSNBC 
on during her lunch breaks. No one messed 
with her. Wroblewski jokes she would have 
taken the tires off their cars. 

Things were more difficult for gay men. 
Today, Darin McDonald is St. Paul’s only 
out male officer after making a mid-career 
pivot to policing. Prior to the Great Reces¬ 
sion of 2008, he was a real estate broker 
catering to the gay community. Following 
the crash, he came to better appreciate the 


merits of stable employment with benefits. 

When McDonald applied, background 
exams were administered by Dr. Michael 
Campion, aright-wingpsychiatristwho sub¬ 
scribed to conversion therapy. So McDonald 
made his orientation known, preemptively 
warning the department against rejecting 
him for being gay. 

As a rookie, he was recruited to train 
the 700-member force on diversity and 
gay and lesbian issues. At times it felt like 
checking boxes. But because he was the 
only out male on staff, the duty fell to him. 

McDonald has come to find that some 
of his colleagues are plainly prejudiced. 
“Obviously, there was a part of me that said, 
T’m gonna prove all these fuckers wrong, 
just shove it in their faces and do their jobs 
100 times better.” 

Research shows crime in the LGBT 
community is vastly underreported due 
to victims’discomfort with cops. McDonald 
poses anon-judgmental alternative. He’s an 


intermediary in conflicts between question¬ 
ing kids and religious parents. He kept an 
eye on the former Townhouse on Univer¬ 
sity Avenue, where passersby occasionally 
threw things at the patrons on the patio. 

In 2011, religious forces convinced the 
state legislature to put a constitutional 
amendment on the ballot to ban same-sex 
unions. Gay rights activists mobilized a 
“Vote No” campaign. 

Wroblewski and McDonald sought per¬ 
mission to represent the St. Paul Police 
Department in the Pride parade for the 
first time. They were few, but they intended 
to telegraph to the public that cops had 
arrived to support gay liberation in this 
critical hour. 

“The biggest thing was more for the 
straights, the parents, so that they don’t 
see a doom-and-gloom world for their kids, 
that we’re ever 5 where and successful and 
happy and out,” McDonald says. 

Not only did the amendment fail, but 
voters ousted the Capitol’s Republican 
majority. Minnesota became the 12th state 
to legalize gay marriage. 

The parade that year was intoxicating. 
Wroblewski, waving a rainbow flag, led with 
the St. Paul Police honor guard while her 
old partner, Tim Bradley, gleefully toted 
a sign referring to himself as “Her Maid 
of Honor.” 

Then, as now, gay cops viewed Pride as 
a life-affirming right. 

Metro Transit Officer Erica Fossand was 
raised by a single alcoholic father in Bemi- 
dji, fell in with an older sister’s delinquent 
friends, survived sexual assault at 15, and was 
incarcerated in a juvenile detention center 
for assorted adolescent transgressions. 


After September 11, she enlisted in the 
Army Reserve, where she guarded her iden¬ 
tity for fear of a dishonorable discharge. 
Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell was “existing, but not 
existing,” she says. The military was the 
first of her public service roles in a society 
that did not fully accept her. 

Afterward, she moved to Minneapolis to 
find her tribe. She enrolled at Metropolitan 
State University for law enforcement while 
working as a special ed assistant at River 
Bend alternative school in north Minne¬ 
apolis. Its mission—helping kids overcome 
severe emotional and behavior issues—was 
a huge challenge. Yet the rich variety of 
students and staff made her feel at home. 
The Twin Cities was where she found love 
and attended her first Pride. 

“It’s one week ayear you can do whatever 
the hell you want, be whoever you want to 
be, and there’s zero judgment,” Fossand says. 
‘Whether you wanna wear your leather, or 
your bondage, or your banana hammock 


“Nothing is ever black and white unless 
you’re a fundamentalist.” 
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and your glitter. Zero-judgment zone. The 
rest of the year, you have to put your little 
suit and tie on and pretend.” 

These days, she frequently finds her for¬ 
mer students in the street. As kids they 
confronted hunger, bedbugs, and trauma. 
As adults they can be among the homeless 
who congregate at night in trains and bus 
shelters, disproportionately robbed and 
raped, occasionally committing crimes in 
turn. 

Last month, the U.S. Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development proposed a 
rule allowing federally funded shelters to 
turn away transgender people. The National 
Center for Transgender Equity estimates 
that one in five are at 
risk of homelessness, 
increasingthe likeli¬ 
hood they will cross 
paths with police in 
the barren hours of 
the night. 

'"Being gay, I have 
a little more sensi¬ 
tivity to the issue 
because I’m a little 
more aware,” Fos- 
sand says. "Whereas 
the dude who grew 
up in Bloomington 
who’s a cake eater 
with no real-life 
experience beyond his private college, 
he could definitely use the information. 
Because he could be the guy coming over 
and being like, "Well, what the fuck are 
you, a boy or a girl?”’ 

She’d hate to be the receiving end of that. 
So she asks citizens to be part of the solution 
by calling the police and offering training 
where knowledge is lacking. 

"If we’re goingto make things better, then 
the people who are offended and trauma¬ 
tized and hurt need to come to the table 
and bring us another way of doing things.” 


IV. POWER AND PRIDE 

P unctuating a summer of violent 
protests, the St. Anthony police 
officer who killed school lunch 
supervisor Philando Castile in a 
jittery traffic stop was acquitted of all charges 
one week before Pride 2017. 

As the Twin Cities struggled to make 
sense of the case, the Pride committee 
requested police officers abstain from 
the parade. 

Janee Harteau, Minneapolis’ first lesbian 
police chief and a former grand marshal, 
objected. Cops working security would 
continue to do so, she pointed out, but LGBT 
officers and their families would face the 
brunt of exclusion. 

The Pride committee backpedaled. But 
the following year, police were asked to 
forego their uniforms after some people 
complained they were traumatizing. 


Medaria Arradondo, who replaced Har¬ 
teau, acquiesced. He encouraged officers 
to "seek to first understand, and then be 
understood. There is still a great deal of pain 
and harm that has occurred in our commu¬ 
nity, specifically our LGBTIQ communities 
of color, which has not been completely 
heard and addressed.” He suggested police 
purchase T-shirts with a badge design to 
wear to the festival. 

While Arradondo claimed his decision 
was informed by the public, elected offi¬ 
cials, and police, gay cops felt like they 
were iced out. 

Lt. Kevin Stoll asked other gay and les¬ 
bian officers whether administrators sought 
their perspective. None 
had contact. 

"Those T-shirts that 
the department bought 
for the officers to wear 
became ajoke within the 
police department,” he 
says. "Enough to where 
even the straight offi¬ 
cers wouldn’t buy them 
to show their support 
for the gay officers. And 
I will say, the rank and 
file are on board with 
the gay officers and 
the right for them to 
choose.” 

Stoll retired last summer as a result. A 
Minneapolis police spokesman denied 
interviews with current employees. 

Police participation in Pride, especially 
against the backdrop of Stonewall’s anni¬ 
versary, is in arduous dispute, says Dallas 
Drake. 

"For the most, part cops have evolved. 
But what we have right now is a social 
issue that has emerged, that is complicat¬ 
ing the relationship. And the social issue 
is that a lot of LGBT people are minority 
people of color, and 11 percent of all [gun] 
homicides are police shooting suspects and 
killing them.” 

Many shootings are justified, he quali¬ 
fies. Not all S 5 miptoms of a heavily armed 
society are cops’ fault. Anti-gay activists 
make an annual pilgrimage to Pride, and it’s 
the police who prevent them from making 
a larger impression than they do. 

"But there is a serious problem that is 
apparent to many people who look at it, 
including many cops,” Drake says. "A state¬ 
ment is being made that there is something 
wrong with all these shootings, and I think 
it’s a valid claim.” 

The Saloon throws a rager of a block 
party each Pride. Ever since gay cops started 
coming out, the owners have invited them 
to staff it as a show of appreciation. Last 
year, Moore welcomed his old friend Stoll 
to ride on the Saloon’s fioat. 

"I know that sometimes we want it one 
way or the other, but it doesn’t have to be,” 
Moore says. "It can be both, and I think it 
really is in this case.” 03

Chef-dads of the Twin Cities on 
what they cook for their kids

nless you’re roommates with 
Beyonce, you probably don’t 
have a live-in chef. It costs 
her, like, $7,500 a month. 
We Googled it. 

But some live-in chefs cater to a not- 
ultra-rich class of people—and they don’t 
even ask them for money. 

Their kids. 

While a night of Popul Vuh’s smoky 
Mexican fare or casarecce carbo-load 
at Mucci’s Italian is a treat for most of 
us, children of chefs snag snacks out of 
refrigerators they share with some of the 
biggest culinary names in town. But what 
do they actually cook at home? Is Spoon 
and Stable’s Gavin Kaysen whipping up 
foie gras pavlova for his 7-year-old? And 
would a 7-year-old eat it if he did? 

In honor of Father’s Day (which is 
this Sunday—hit the Hallmark aisle if 
you haven’t already), we asked a handful 
of chef-dads around the Twin Cities to 
talk about what and how they cook with 
their families. From scratch tortillas to 
flatbread pizzas to ‘‘bullshit boxed rice 
pilaf,” here’s what they’re making for 
the kids. 

DAVID FHIMA, 
FHIMA’SMIHHEAPDLIS 

“On Sunday mornings I make a different 
breakfast for my family. We use only ingre¬ 
dients we have on hand. Sometimes it’s 
eggs, sometimes it’s Challah, sometimes 
it’s beans, potatoes—even garden herbs 
and veggies in the summer. A favorite 
is eggs huevos rancheros-style: beans, 
onions, jalapenos, salsa, eggs over easy. 
The girls (Chloe, Mimi, and Racquel) 
are sous chefs, chopping the ingredients. 
Eli (Elijah), my son, makes the coffee, 
and I make breakfast. It’s our favorite 
morning of the week.” 

MATTY D’BEILLY, BEPUDLIC, LLC 

“On the weekends, I love to make 
pancakes with my kiddos and family. 
Pancakes pretty much rule. For dinner, 
we’ve been getting into ramen and rice 
bowls. This way, we can all eat the same 
base meal (other parents know what I 
mean here!) and then doctor them up 
based on our individual wants and needs. 
I love mushrooms, but my wife doesn’t. 
One of my kids loves edamame and the 
other doesn’t. It’s just a great way to prep 
the same base meal and adapt from there. 


Most importantly, we just try to con¬ 
nect at meal time as much as possible. 
Sitting in the same place, going around 
the table and talking about our days. It 
doesn’t matter if it’s cereal or fancy food, 
those moments are the greatest.” 

GAVIN KAYSEN, SPDDN AND 
STABLE, BELLECDBB, DEMI 

“I usually spend time with my boys on 
my days off by way of sports. They are 
pretty active boys, ages 7 and 10, so we 
spend time outside now. For dinner, I cook 
what I know they will eat... whole roasted 
chicken with sweet potatoes, ribeye, and 
their favorite: paella!” 


TIM NIVEB,MBCCI’S ITALIAN 

“Typically I cook for my family on Mon¬ 
days. It’s always pretty basic. I love to sear 
off a big piece of salmon or roast a whole 
chicken and serve it with some sort of simple 
sauteed vegetables on the side. Usually I get 
some bullshit boxed rice pilaf that I like. 
There is always a green salad, always. I’ll 
have a few gin drinks.” 

ANDYVY$KDCIL,LAVDYAAND

“My 4-year-old son and I like to bake 
fresh flatbread pizza on our Big Green Egg 
at home! Greysen helps me roll out the

The Last Black Man in San Francisco wonders if gentrification is already a lost cause

he name of your protagonist 
shouldnotbe asingle-sentence 
plot summary. Ordinarily, if 
you’re telling the story of one 
man’s futile struggle against 
gentrification, calling the guy “Jimmie F ails” 
would be way too on the nose. 

But Fails isn’t just the quixotic main char¬ 
acter referenced in the title of The Last 
Black Man in San Francisco. That’s also 
the name of the actor who plays him, and 
who collaborated with his pal, director Joe 
Talbot, on a story drawn in part from his 
real-life experience of being priced out of 
the city he grew up in. And the realities of 
African-American urban displacement are 
just the movie’s starting point as it explores 
the ways in which the inability of men to 
communicate with each other drives them 
into delusional and even self-destructive 
obsessions. 

Fails lives with aplaywright buddy named 
Monty (Jonathan Majors) and Monty’s 
blind grandpa (Danny Glover) near a sec¬ 
tion of the bay so polluted the men working 
there wear hazmat suits. From here the 
duo regularly skateboard across town to 
Jimmie’s childhood home in the Fillmore 
neighborhood, where to the consterna¬ 
tion of its oft-absent owners, he dotes upon 
the property like an unpaid and possessive 
caretaker. When they return home, Jimmie 
and Monty have to navigate past a gaggle 


of puffed-up corner boys who take breaks 
from their ritual shit-talking of one another 
to roast the outsiders. 

An estate battle leaves the Fillmore 
place vacant, and Jimmie sees his chance 
to reclaim the property he feels he’s re¬ 
earned through his dedicated work. And 
thus far, the film feels fired up by a uniquely 
late-capitalist alienation, the frustration 
that we care more about the places we live 
and the jobs we do than the people who 
own and profit off them, the sense that 
our willingness to work to improve our 
surroundings earns us some moral right 
to them. 

But far from settling for this individualist 
heroism, the story zags, and soon the film 
is questioning whether the battle against 
economic forces Jimmie fights isn’t already 
lost, whether Jimmie isn’t seeking to pre¬ 
serve false histories because that’s all he 
has left, whether we fight for the spaces 
we call home because places are easier 
to care about than the people who once 
inhabited them. 

Not that The Last BlackMan in SanFran- 
cisco ever states a thesis that clumsily. The 
movie juggles so many ideas you expect a 
few to clatter to the floor, though thanks to 
its dreamy stylization Talbot instead allows 
his themes to float off like stray objects in 
a space capsule. It gives off mild echoes of 
the absurdism of Donald Glover’s A t/anta 
or Boots Riley’s Sorry to Bother You, but

its politics are far from the former’s dis¬ 
sociated paralysis and the latter’s gonzo 
revolutionary chaos. 

The camera’s slow trawl through the city 
at first feels a tinge gratuitous, like a newbie 
director scratching a documentarian’s itch. 
But it turns out Talbot understands a city 
as a stage where—from the street toughs 
who taunt Jimmie and Mont to the dock- 
side preacher ranting against the modern 
world—people are acting out their roles as a 
way of grasping some meaningful identity. 

And so, of course, is Jimmie. He may 
be intensely committed to regaining and 
restoring his home, but his eyes don’t flash 
with a zealot’s fire. Instead, he floats with 
a wary distance from those around him, 
consistently dressed in what one character 
disses as his “father from Good Times shirt.” 
Sleeping by one another’s side, sharing a 
skateboard, Jimmie and Monty share an 
intense physical intimacy that never verges 
on the sexual, but they still struggle to com¬ 
municate with each other. Theirs is a quiet 
parallel to the chest-to-chest male bonding 
and battling between the thugs out in the 
street. And in some ways, they’re no less 
distant from one another. 03

s a company, Dark & Stormy 
Productions is aptly named. 
Under artistic director (and 
regular cast member) Sara 
Marsh, taut psychological 
workouts tend to flourish in the organi¬ 
zation’s industrial-flavored Grain Belt 
studio space. Comedies fare less well, and 
the irony of Dark & Stormy’s Dry Powder 
is that a darker and stormier production 
might actually yield more laughs. 

Sarah Burgess’ 2016 play sounds like 
David Mamet with a dash of Neil LaBute, 
but in substance it updates Wall Street for 
the 21st century. A private equity firm run 
by an aging Master of the Universe named 
Rick (Robert Dorfman) is trying to pull 
off the purchase of a luggage company 
helmed by the charismatic young Jeff 
(Darrick Mosley). 

Rick’s situation is complicated by a 
fresh public relations disaster involving 
mass layoffs at another company his firm 
owned, juxtaposed against a lavish party. 
Under the circumstances, two of Rick’s 
colleagues take opposing views on what to 
do with Jeffs company. Seth (Alex Galick) 


thinks the smart move is to spotlight Jeffs 
American workforce and use e-commerce 
to cut costs. Jenny (Marsh), on the other 
hand, wants to basically fire everyone and 
pivot to the Chinese market. 

The most impressive thing about Bur¬ 
gess’ script is how legibly she manages 
to convey the stakes of these complex 
financial dealings without resorting to 
awkward devices or interpolated lectures. 
There is a literal lecture, to an unseen class 
of finance students, but its dramaturgical 
function is to reveal Jenny’s remorseless 
character. 

The steadily building tension over 
whether the deal will succeed holds our 
attention to the end of the hour-and-a-half 
show, but crucial characters fail to click 
in director Michaela Johnson’s uneven 
production. 

From the start, it’s a heavy lift to 
transport us from a warehouse space to 
the gleaming corridors of high finance. 
Theater audiences are eager to suspend 
disbelief, but here, with sets perforce 
minimal and with the audience close to 
the action, small design details carry a 
lot of weight. When we meet a man sit-

ting behind a smudged desk on a worn 
carpet, the actors have their work cut 
out to establish that this is a company 
dealing in colossal sums. 

In this case, central performances don’t 
help. Dorfman is an enormously winning 
actor with a seemingly innate onstage 
modesty, but Rick is decidedly not a modest 
character; Dorfman’s shambling demeanor 
doesn’t plausibly establish his authority. 
As the acerbic Jenny, Marsh gets many 
of the play’s best zingers, but instead of 
tossing them off she belabors them in a 
performance that’s too strange and slow 
for her hard-charging character. 

The two people who actually seem to 
be doing coke instead of codeine are Seth 
and Jeff. In their shared scenes, Galick 
and Mosley bring the show to life with a 
crisp urgency. Jeff is a man of principle, but 
he hears the sound of money. As Mosley 
palms his lowball and looks sideways at 
Galick, we finally start to hear it too. 03

WORK SUCKS, I KNOW 

Local musicians recall their worst workplace 
soundtracks and other traumatic musical memories

A t the Coborn’s grocery store in 
New Prague, Minnesota, the 
all-store music controls lie 
somewhere upstairs, untouch¬ 
able by grubby little first-job 
hands eager to play the screamo cover of 
“Crank That (Soulja Boy).” 

Sometimes the store blasts Top 40, 
sometimes pop country. Some songs 
are recognizable from the Love Actually 
soundtrack, some are by Imagine Dragons. 
The soundtrack makes sense... for grocery 
store music, if that means an54hing. 

But one song challenges the rest for 
predominance. Every day at 4 p.m., the 
chorus—and just the chorus—of Bachman- 
Turner Overdrive’s “Taking Care of Busi¬ 
ness” blasts throughout the store. It’s time 
for the manager’s “fresh at four” meeting, 
leaving high-school-aged employees to eat 
as many Dum Bums as possible before their 
supervisors return. 

During my two-year stint as a cashier at 


Coborn’s, I heard this song daily, and the 
sound of BTO will always make me crave 
mystery flavor. 

Almost everyone has a story like this. A 
bad soundtrack at work, a song playing at 
an inopportune time, the pain of your first 
period cramps set to the sounds of Shrek: 
The Musical 

Since not even musicians get to curate 
their own perfect life soundtracks, we asked 
some local artists to share their most painful 
musical memories. 

KATHY CALLAHAN, GULLY BOYS 

Surrounded by customers in the Shopko 
apparel section, a co-worker confided in 
Kathy Callahan that she was pregnant. 
Unfortunately, Anita Baker was playing 
in the store at the time. 

“There were customers that needed help 
and I had to fight myself from singing along 
while she told me her life-changing event,” 
the Gully Boys singer says. 


Callahan credits her Shopko job with 
expanding her taste: She’d go home and 
research music she’d heard at wook. One 
such discovery was Baker’s “Rapture.” 

“She looks so cute on the cover, hug¬ 
ging herself in the warm light. I’d do the 
impossible task of folding all the underwear 
while singing Anita Baker,” said Callahan. 

The store played the same songs daily, 
Callahan says: “lots of weird covers” with 
some Bruno Mars thrown in. Shuffled. 

“It’s weirdly nostalgic, in a way where 
I’m like, ‘I’m in a way better place now,”’ 
Callahan said. “I’m thankful that Shopko 
at least gave me Anita Baker.” 

LAZERBEAK 

After turning down his first ever job 
offer (from a temp agency), high school 
senior Aaron Mader (now better known 
as Lazerbeak) decided he’d have to take 
the next thing he got so he wouldn’t seem 
ungrateful. 

And that’s how the future Doomtree 
producer found himself at TruGreen 
ChemLawn, selling lawn-care chemicals 
in the dead of winter. 

Arranged in row after row of desks, no 
cubicles, Lazerbeak and his co-workers 
would cold-call lonely grandmas and 
grieving families from 5 to 10 every day. 


Lazerbeak didn’t have his driver’s license, 
he’d just broken up with his girlfriend, and 
“Mambo No. 5” was a huge hit. 

“I just remember it would play every 
hour, on the hour. Kinda loud. Distract- 
ingly loud,” Lazerbeak said. 

Duringhis three-month stint at TruChem, 
the song’s power never died. “It’s such a 
happy song, abouthavingsomany womenin 
your life. I was single, heartbroken, working 
a shit job, and trying to get my indie-rock 
band off the ground. It seemed like he was 
showing off a bit.” 

After hitting the road with the Plastic 
Constellations, Lazerbeak was able to leave 
the chemical business behind. Still, the song 
brings him back. 

“I’m pretty happy about my life right 
now, but it’s good to remember where you 
came from. I don’t think I hold any ill will 
towards the song or Lou Bega,” Lazerbeak 
said. “It’s not his fault, just unfortunate 
circumstances.” 

JARED HEMMING, THE FLORISTS 

“I think the issue when it comes to work¬ 
places having music in the background is 
the playlists are designed for a one-time 
experience,” said Hemming. 

He recalls spending eight-hour days 
at the Northern Food King, listening to a 
radio station that we will not credit. Credit 
is not due. 

“For every shift that summer—that’s 12 
weeks—I listened to ‘I’m Yours.’ Hours and 
hours of‘I’m Yours,’by Jason Mraz,” he says. 
“I don’t feel enriched by that experience.” 

The song now reminds Hemming of the 
smell of a dairy cooler. “I think if I saw 
Jason Mraz perform ‘I’m Yours,’ I’d vomit” 

EARLY EYES 

Each young member of Early Eyes has a 
story to share. 

Bassist Des Lawrence’s old boss had a 
playlist called “Work Work Work” that 
relied heavily on Weezer hits. As a fresh¬ 
man in high school, guitarist John O’Brien 
played under-the-table for alocal restaurant- 
booked jazz ensemble. The bassist would 
warm up by playing Tool. 

Guitarist Joe Villano works at a Jimmy 
John’s. “There are only so many times you 
can hear ‘Rock’n Me’ by the Steve Miller 
Band before your brain starts to eat itself,” 
Villano says. 

For vocalist and guitarist Jake Berglove, 
work at a doggy daycare allows for one of 
two Pandora soundtrack options: “Classical 
Goes Pop” and Early Eyes radio.

How do I find a good sex worker—without 
getting arrested? 


’m a straight cis woman in my early 
40s and a single mother. I have not 
dated or hooked up with anyone in 
years. While I miss 
dating, the biggest 
issue right now is that my 
sex drive is ojf the charts. 

While masturbating once 
my child goes to sleep helps, 

I really want to get well and 
truly fucked by a guy who 
knows what he’s doing. I 
could likely go to a bar or 
on Tinder and find a man 
for a one-night stand, but 
I’m hesitant. To add to my 
backstory, I have a his¬ 
tory of childhood sexual 
abuse and have had only 
two partners, one of whom was abusive. 
My past sexual forays have not been par¬ 
ticularly satisfying, in part due to my lack 
of experience and comfort, as well as some 
dissociation during the actual act. I keep 
thinkingit would be easier to find a sex worker 
to “scratch the itch,” as presumably a male 
sex worker would be more open, sex-positive, 
and skilled. But I have no idea how I might 
go about it. And I am fearful that I could 
get arrested. Getting in trouble could have 
devastating effects on my life. I am trying 
to weigh the pros and cons, but I feel out of 
my depth. Any advice for a gal who wants 
to get fucked but is not sure how to make 
that happen in a safe-ish space? 

SINGLE MOM ABSOLUTELY STUPID HORNY 


"In the recent past, the answer would 
have been ‘Google/” said John Oh, a Syd¬ 
ney-based male sex worker for women. 
“But in apost-SESTA/FOSTA world, that 
route is now unreliable—especially in the 
United States.” 

SESTA/FOSTA-the “Stop Enabling 
Sex Traffickers Act/Fight Online Sex 
Trafficking Act”—is a 2018 law that was 
crafted, backers said (hackers lied), to fight 
sex trafficking. It made it a crime for web 
platforms to knowingly or unknowingly 
allow someone to post a sex ad. The law 
is so vague that platforms like Craigslist, 
Tumblr, and Facebook purged sexually 
explicit content in an effort to prevent sex 
workers from basically being online at all. 
SESTA/FOSTA’s backers claim they want 
to protect women, but in reality, pushing 
sex workers out of online spaces (where 
they could screen clients, share safety tips. 


and organize politically) made sex work 
more dangerous, not less, and has led to 
more sex trafficking, not less. 

But one platform is 
bucking the anti-sex- 
worker/anti-sexually- 
explicit-content trend. 

“Twitter is still a 
(mostly) safe place for sex 
workers, and I have not 
heard of law enforcement 
using it to entrap potential 
clients,” said John. “So I 
believe that it is a reason¬ 
ably safe place to anony¬ 
mously research male sex 
workers.” 

Since no one knows 
how long Twitter will 
allow sex workers to use its platform, you 
might want to get started on that search 
now, SMASH. And while sex work is work, 
and it’s work many people freely choose 
to do, not everyone is good at their job. I 
asked John for some tips on increasingyour 
odds of finding a skilled male sex worker. 

“Sadly, in places where sex work is 
criminalized, it’s harder to find a suitable 
male sex worker,” said John, “especially 
for someone who needs extra special care 
due to trauma. I expect that for SMASH, 
traveling to a place where sex work is not 
criminalized would not be practical, but 
that might be an option for others.” 

If traveling to Australia, where John lives 
and where he’s been doing sex work for nine 
years Gegally), is unrealistic, John suggests 
chatting with sex workers in your area—but 
not, at least at first, the male ones. 

“Her best option may be to talk to female 
sex workers on Twitter and ask them for a 
recommendation,” said John. “This has two 
benefits—the first is that female workers 
in her general area will have local knowl¬ 
edge. The second is that female workers 
are generally very careful about endorsing 
male workers. So if a few female workers 
suggest a male sex worker, there is a high 
likelihood that he will be safe, capable, and 
professional. But if SMASH goes this route, 
tipping the female workers who help her 
out would be polite—otherwise this would 
amount to asking for unpaid labor.”
